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CITY OF PLAINFIELD, NEW JERSEY 
1947 


An attractive suburban community of 37,469 population (1940 U. S. Census), 
Plainfield is located 24 miles southwest of New York and immediately 
south of the stately Watchung Mountains. Covering an area of more than 
six square miles, it is in the western section of Union County. It is situated 
in a comparatively level section, with an elevation of 105 feet. 


It is known as the “Queen City” of New Jersey and as a “City of Beautiful 
Trees” because of its unusually large number of well preserved and well 
cared for specimens. Pumped from artesian wells, it has an abundant supply 
of water that is always fresh and pure. 


Plainfield has a mayor and councilmanic form of government. Two coun- 
cilmen are elected from each of its four wards and three at-large, all serving 
without pay. Its citizens take an active interest in civic and school affairs. 
With use of land regulated by zoning, the city abounds in residential 
advantages and home building opportunities in beautiful surroundings. It 
is located convenient to seashore, mountains, lakes and metropolitan New 
York. 


The 1940 Census indicates that 50.7 per cent of Plainfielders own their 
own homes; that 85.8 per cent of its homes are single dwellings, 11.3 per 
cent two-family dwellings, and 2.9 per cent multi-family dwellings. Nearing 
completion are a number of large garden apartments. 


The Plainfield public school system is modern and progressive in every 
particular. There.is a fine high school building, athletic field, and 11 
elementary schools centrally located with respect to residential sections. 
Recreational facilities include 14 playgrounds, where trained supervisors 
direct a varied program of sports throughout the year. 


In addition Plainfield has three parochial schools, and, in or near the 
city are several of the East’s outstanding day, boarding and private schools. 


Cedar Brook Park and Green Brook Park, part of the Union County 
park system, have facilities for baseball, tennis, soccer, football, archery, 
lawn bowling, horseshoe pitching, band concerts, picnicking, cricket, field 
hockey, fishing and ice skating. 


Congregations of every creed meet in dignified houses of worship and a 
spirit of friendship exists among the various dominations. Music, art and 
literature are represented by special organizations. There are several 
better than average amateur theatrical groups. The social life of the com 
munity is advanced by numerous clubs and fraternities. Character building 
and welfare agencies receive financial support from the Community chest. 


Railroad services are supplied by the Central Railroad of New Jersey, 
Baltimore and Ohio, and the Reading Company. Greyhound and Lakes-to- 
Sea bus lines pass through the city. Other bus transportation is provided 
by the Public Service Co-ordinated Transport, the Somerset Bus Company, 
Mount Bethel Bus Company, and the Summit-Plainfield Bus Company. Plain- 
field highways are U. S. 22, New Jersey 28 and 29. 
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While primarily residential in character with an excellent climate and 
noted for its civic and cultural advancement, Plainfield is the home of a 
number of substantial and well known industries whose principal products 
are automobile trucks and buses, printing presses, power tools, industrial ad- 
hesives, castings, gas meters, machinery, clothing, paper, wood and metal 
products and novelties. Including service plants and laboratories, there are 
140 industrial establishments employing an estimated 6,500 persons with 
annual earnings of $17,550,00 peacetime. Relations between management 
and labor are better than normal by far. 


With excellent police and fire protection, Plainfield has more than 88 
miles of well paved streets, more than 135 miles of sanitary and storm 
sewers, and an AA Moody credit rating. 


The city is also the recognized business centre for a trading area of 
more than 400 square miles which embraces 85 municipalities with a 189,151 
total population. Of this, 20 per cent is of Union County, 15 per cent of 
Middlesex County, 90 per cent of Somerset County, 50 per cent of Hunterdon 
County, and 5 per cent of Morris County. 


It is interesting to know that Plainfield ranks seventh best with a per 
capita of $655.18 among retail sales for all cities in the United States of 
populations from 35,000 to 50,000, according to the 1940 U. S. Census. 


There is a well developed modern shopping district of 650 retail estab- 
lishments, five banks, seven savings building and loan associations, four 
theatres, a strictly modern hotel and several small hotels, one daily and 
one weekly newspaper. 


Plainfield has a well stocked, intelligently managed public library; its 
art gallery is the fourth oldest in the state. Its physicians and dentists 
are of high calibre and it is served by the widely known Muhlenberg Hos- 

pital. 


There are several outstanding golf, field and gun clubs in Plainfield’s 
immediate vicinity. The City maintains a paid, fully staffed department 
to supervise recreation throughout the year. 


The movement of the public from the congested centers of great cities 
becomes more pronounced each year as people discover the healthfulness 
of suburban living, its restfulness, charms, and unbounded opportunities 
for outdoor recreation. 


All these will be found in Plainfield.

Gentlemen: 


For many years at the organization meeting of the Common Council, 
it has been the custom on New Year’s Day to review the year passed and 
to outline some of the subjects that will require your attention during the 
coming year. The record of the 1947 Common Council was outstanding. Its 
many accomplishments were made possible by the combined efforts of our 
loyal, energetic and efficient city employees and the host of fine Plain- 
fielders who served so ably on city boards and private agencies. Plainfield 
is indeed grateful to all of them for the many hours spent in helping to 
improve our city, and I consider it a great privilege to have been associated 
with them. 

A year of much activity lies before us, and I respectfully present to 
your honorable body some suggestions for your consideration: 


FINANCE AND TAXATION 


CITY FINANCES: Our finances are in excellent condition and Plainfield 
continues to enjoy the highest possible credit rating among New Jersey 
municipalities. Ratables are above 60 million dollars, which is the highest 
level they have reached in the last 10 years. During 1947, building permits 
were issued covering construction amounting to more than three million dol- 
lars and city-owned land was sold for a total sum of $16,000, indicating a fur- 
ther increase in our ratables. Our total bonded net debt is less than two and 
a half million dollars, which is the lowest level it has reached in the last 
25 years. Our debt schedule indicates a further reduction of $243,000 during 
the next twelve months. Ten years ago Plainfield’s tax title lien account 
amounted to about $150,000. The total today is about $8,000, and this 
remarkable reduction is due to our regular adherence to the foreclosure 
procedure established by state law. 


TAXES: Our tax-rate last year was $4.74 per $100 valuation as against 
$4.38 for the year 1946. The increase was due almost entirely to larger bud- 
gets in our schools and protective services and their higher salaries and 
additional personnel. This year salaries will again be higher along with 
higher costs in general. Before long, we will be faced with very sub- 
stantial expenditures for new schools and a new sanitary sewer line and 
these improvements will be financed by the sale of additional bonds, un- 
questionably at favorable interest rates because of our ‘good credit: Our 
federal and state governments levy taxes on income, gasoline, tobacco, 
liquor, etc., so that the main source of revenue remaining to municipalities 
is the tax on real estate, which amounts to nearly 90% of our income. The 
property-owner, and particularly the single dwelling property-owner, is 
bearing an inordinate share of these taxes. The City of Trenton is re- 
lieving the burden on real estate somewhat by a new ordinance which 
licenses businesses previously unlicensed and increases existing license 
fees. I recommend that a special committee be appointed from your honor- 
able body to give exhaustive study to this most important and pressing 
problem. 


TAX ASSESSOR: At the General Election last November, the voters of 
Plainfield decided by referendum to change our system of assessing real 
and personal property from four part-time assessors, one for each ward, to 
a single full-time tax assessor with whatever assistance is necessary. This 
change in operating our Assessing Department was one of the most im- 
portant items advocated by last year’s Council. The selection of a tax 
assessor must be made on or before July 1 next, and the Tax Committee and 
Council may be guided by examining methods used in other municipalities 
which have changed to a single tax assessor and by obtaining help and 
advice of some of our realtors and citizens in order to have this department 
function with the utmost efficiency. The aim is equality in assessment 
formulas for all four wards. 
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EDUCATION AND RECREATION 


PUBLIC SCHOOLS: The new School Fact-Finding Committee, prior to 
the adoption of last year’s city budget, performed a great service to edu- 
cation and to our citizens in analyzing the subject of teachers’ salaries. ‘At 
present this important committee is projecting a 15-year school population 
trend that will be a component part of the new school building program 
which is under study by our Board of Education. Plainfield schools 
must maintain the highest standards in education, and to do so a new 
building plan, financially sound and integrated with our educational needs, 
must be adopted. It is highly important that construction be started at 
the earliest practicable moment. 


RECREATION: Last year more children and more adults engaged in our 
recreation program than ever before. In 1947 at Seidler Field, in the 
East End, new bleachers were erected, a field house was purchased, and 
lighting for night games was installed. It is expected that the money ex- 
pended for these improvements, totalling approximately $20,000, will be re- 
turned to the city in a period of not more than 10 years. Also, an area of 
about 614 acres was purchased in the West End, now known as the Rushmore 
Avenue tract. This field will serve the recreational activities of the Third 
and Fourth Wards in the same manner as Seidler Field serves the First 
and Second Wards. Although title to all of this property has not been 
obtained by the city at this time, it is hoped that during the course of this 
year this area can be graded,and fenced so that it may be used as a large 
playfield. 


The program which was carefully planned and carried out by our Re- 
creation Commission last: year aided greatly to the health and enjoyment 
of our residents. This fine Commission will present its ambitious program 
for 1948 to your honorable body at your budget meeting, and it is hoped 
that you will give them the funds and encouragement necessary to further 
their plans. 


As the Duke of Wellington said, “The Battle of Waterloo was won on 
the playing fields of Eton’, so we can say that good health, sportsmanship, 
and citizenship can be won or the playing fields of Plainfield. 


FOURTH OF JULY: The Fourth of July parade, followed by a Welcome 
Home Celebration for our’ war veterans, last year was a conspicuous 
success. Our neighboring municipalities, North Plainfield, South Plainfield, 
Scotch Plains, Fanwood, and Arbor joined with us on this happy occasion, 
and the Plainfield Courier-News stated in an editorial that “the parade 
was the largest, most colorful and stupendous affair of its kind ever staged 
in the history of our city.” 


PROTECTION TO PERSONS AND PROPERTY 


POLICE AND FIRE: Both the efficiency and morale of our Police and Fire 
Departments are exceptionally high. This is due to the fine leadership of 
the officers and to the ability and loyalty of the patrolmen and firemen. 
Six men have been added to the strength of the Police Department, and six 
new sergeants were elevated last year from the rank of patrolman. Provision 
has been made for four lieutenants and the positions will be filled from 
the sergeant ranks by examination and promotion. Courtesy tempered with 
firmness and sound judgment governs the Police Department, which has 
more contact with our citizens than any other group of city employees. 
Ten men were added last year to the strength of our Fire Department. The 
duty hours of our firemen were reduced last summer from 96 hours on an 
8-day cycle to 84 hours. Last year a new 1,000-gallon Mack pumper was pur- 
chased by the Fire Department and stationed at Central Headquarters. 


TRAFFIC: Although there are more cars, trucks and busses in operation 
now than there were a year ago, traffic congestion in our business districts 
has been lessened. Parking meters are mainly responsible for this im- 
provement. They were installed in the late winter on a six-month trial basis 
and were accepted in early fall. The meters have facilitated parking in our 
business areas and have simplified police supervision. 
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The city has realized approximately $1,360 a week in revenue from 
meters. The major portion of this income is to be applied toward the cost 
of establishing municipally owned, off-street parking areas. The area within 
the block bounded by East Front Street, Watchung Avenue, Elm Place and 
Green Brook, recently authorized for this purpose, is the first of several 
such projects vitally needed to help solve Plainfield’s traffic problems. 
The parking committee has earned great credit for itself in the study 
of and the action on meters and off-street parking. 


Last year, traffic lights were installed at two locations, one at West 
Front Street and Plainfield Avenue, and the other at Watchung Avenue 
and Hast Second Street. This year you will have presented to. you for 
consideration in the budget, two additional intersections where traffic lights 
are recommended, namely, Grant Avenue and West Fourth Street, and Park 
Avenue and Eighth Street. 


STREET LIGHTING: During the past year, action was taken by the common 
Council to increase all 600-lumen street lamps in the city to 1,000-lumen 
lamps. This additional lighting is a general improvement for the entire 
city, and helps not only in improving our thoroughfares, but serves as an 
additional protection to our citizens. 


SANITARY SEWERS: It is now necessary to add to the pipe capacity of 
our sanitary sewerage system in the southerly and westerly sections of 
Plainfield. Last year a sanitary sewer consulting engineer was engaged to 
survey this situation and to make recommendations to the Common Council. 
The first phase of this study was accomplished satisfactorily during the past 
six months. However, it is vital that this survey be completed, and it is 
most desirable that this work be continued as quickly as possible as the 
sewerage drainage problem affecting Plainfield requires immediate relief. 


SIDEWALKS: The sidewalks of Plainfield are still in poor condition in 
many sections. Last year some of the worst conditions were corrected. It 
is my considered opinion that the repair of many sidewalks should be under- 
taken in the spring of this year. In order to handle this project properly, 
it will be necessary to employ a sidewalk inspector to inspect thoroughly 
all sidewalks and to consult with the property owners where improvement 
is needed. The cost of the actual work must be borne by the property owner 
and it will be possible for the city to let group contracts in neighboring 
sections of the city so that the cost of repair will be reduced for each 
property concerned. 


SHADE TREES: Due to shortages during the war years, the Shade Tree 
Commission began 1947 with a large backlog of work needed on Plainfield’s 
20,000 city-supervised trees. One hundred fifty-six old and dead trees were 
removed; 40 new ones were planted; 1,000 elms were sprayed, and 1,500 
others were trimmed. One hundred new trees are on order for planting in 
the spring, but the schedule for replacement should be increased as we all 
want Plainfield to continue to be known as the “City of Beautiful Trees.” 


RABIES CONTROL: Due to the presence of several cases of rabid dogs in 
the Plainfield area the past year, our Board of Health has given considerable 
thought to the adoption of a rabies control program. I believe we should 
encourage voluntary immunization of our dogs against rabies. I do not be- 
lieve, however, that we are yet ready to adopt any compulsory anti-rabies 
vaccination program. Operation of a municipal clinic by the Health De- 
partment where dog owners might have their pets immunized against rabies 
at no charge may be found advisable. 


HOUSING 


RESIDENTIAL: Although construction costs reached an all-time high last 
year, nevertheless there was a considerable amount of residential building 
within the city. Building permits during the year were issued for 108 single 
dwelling units, one two-family dwelling unit, and for 268 garden apartment 
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units.. It was necessary for the Board of Adjustment to recommend the 
granting of exception in several cases to the Common Council in order to 
create a number of these units. Similar cases may be presented for your 
consideration this year, and they must be weighed properly so as to balance 
dwelling needs and increased ratables against neighborhood desires and 
the increased costs of schooling and protective services. 


TEMPORARY: Twenty pre-fabricated single dwellings were completed 
during the summer as temporary homes for our war veterans and their 
families. There are now 80 temporary units and they have taken care of 
the most urgent veteran cases. The Emergency Housing Committee deserves 
much praise for the able manner in which it has handled this project. 


NEW COMMITTEES 


WAR MEMORIAL: The new War Memorial Committee held a number of 
meetings during 1947 and considered several suggestions of varied types 
of memorials to commemorate our men who died serving their country 
in World War II. It is a subject of deep concern to our community and fur- 
ther study and action is urgently desired. 


YOUTH GUIDANCE: In September of last year, the Common Council 
approved the formation of a Youth Guidance Council under a new state 
law. This law gives the new committee power to undertake, supervise 
or direct the making of studies and surveys relating to the interests of 
youth guidance. 


Also, according to the state law, the Parent-Child Assistance Commit- 
tee, which has performed a great service to Plainfield in curbing juvenile 
delinquency, has been renamed the Adjustment Committee and has be- 
come a sub-committee of the Youth Guidance Council. The Youth Council 
also will assist in coordinating and integrating both governmental and vol- 
unteer community services of all children for the protection of those who 
especially are exposed to conditions conducive to delinquency. Other sub- 
committees will be formed among our citizens during the year and their work 
will be of everlasting benefit to Plainfield children. 


CITY PLANNING: Last October, in conformity with a state statute, a City 
Planning Board was authorized and formed. Present-day needs and a long- 
range master plan for Plainfield’s physical development will be studied with 
relation to our streets, playgrounds, parks, off-street parking areas, public 
buildings, new housing and rezoning. As an advisory body to the Common 
Council, the findings of this board will be of great benefit to our city. 
Clerical assistance will be necessary, and it may be: advisable at times to 
employ experts in some phases of the work. Therefore, an appropriation to 
cover expenses should be placed in the budget for the year 1948. 


ain closing, I want to express to your honorable body the pleasure with 
which I anticipate our working together during the coming year and to wish 
each of you gentlemen a very happy and prosperous New Year.

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CURRENT ACCOUNT — EXHIBIT A 


The Surplus Revenue Account shows a decrease of $40,364.48 due mainly 
in part to decreased revenue in sale of Foreclosed City Property. 


The 1947 Tax Levy, after adjustments due to remissions and transfers 
to Tax Title Liens and Foreclosed Property, amounted to $2,849,530.35. 
Of this amount $2,698,152.33 was collected during 1947, leaving a balance 
at year end of $151,378.02. 


Adjusted Delinquent Taxes including Tax Title Liens at the beginning 
of year amounted to $142,300.72. During the year $123,153.65 was collected 
leaving a balance at year end of $19,147.07. 


CAPITAL ACCOUNT — EXHIBIT B 


At the beginning of 1947 there was an unexpended balance of various 
Capital Improvements in the amount of $120,953.94. New authorizations 
during 1947 amounted to $299,000.00. During 1947 the disbursements amount: 
ed to $121,114.60 and cancellations $30,893.61, leaving an unexpended bal- 
ance at end of year 1947 of $267,945.73. 


Bonds in the amount of $2,762,000.00 outstanding at the beginning of 
year were reduced by paid maturities of $260,000.00, leaving bonds out- 
standing in the amount of $2,502,000.00. There is an amount available of 
$115,717.04 in the Sinking Fund Commission as of December 31, 1947 which 
is pledged to the payment of $188,000.00 of School Term Bonds. 


Public Works Reserve Fund $153,262.76 — This amount represents 4 
reserve for post war projects created by annual budget appropriations 
during the war years and interest on U. S. Government Bonds purchased 
with funds provided by this reserve. 


TRUST ACCOUNT — EXHIBIT C 


During the year 1947 assessments in the amount of $45,973.61 were 
confirmed for street and sanitary sewer improvements which amounts were 
assessed against the benefited property owners. These assessments are 
payable in from two (2) to five (5) annual installments. The variation in 
the installments is due to the type of improvement.

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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


I hereby as Chief of the Police Department submit to you and the 
Honorable Body of Councilmen of the City of Plainfield my annual report 
for the year of 1947. 


On January 1, 1947 numerical strength of the department was 59 
members consisting of 1 Chief, 2 Captains, 4 Sergeants, 2 Acting Sergeants, 
2 Detectives, 42 Patrolmen, 3 Clerks, 1.Janitor, 1 Patrol Driver and 1 
Matron. 


During the year of 1947 one thousand forty-nine arrests were made 
by the Uniformed and Detective Division comprising both male and female. | 
Also, a total of twelve thousand one hundred and seventy-six summons 
were issued by all branches of the department covering automobile, dog 
and criminal violations. 


The Juvenile Bureau investigated a total of one hundred twenty-four 
complaints consisting of various violations committed by Juveniles male and 
female. Of that number sixty-four complaints were referred to Juvenile 
Court; remainder received warnings either by the investigating officer or 
the Referee of the Child Parent Committee. 


During the year the radio cars answered a total of 9,576 calls of all 
kinds and covered a distance of 148,032 miles for the four cars. 


In the Identification Bureau the total number of persons, male and 
females fingerprinted both criminal and non-criminal were 1,119 and a 
total of 403 male and females photographed, also 47 crime scenes photo- 
graphed. 


Our Safety and School Traffic Division had a total of 487 boys and 
girls on safety patrol duty at the various school crossings throughout the 
city. Also 11 men part time employed to guard the most dangerous school 
crossings. During the year of 1947 not a child was killed or injured. 


The Traffic Bureau during the year had 444 reportable automobile 
accidents which took place in various parts of the city resulting in the 
death of three people. The drivers of cars resulting in these deaths were 
apprehended. All accidents were investigated by Patrolmen in radio cars. 


Our Detective Bureau investigated a total of 338 major crimes in- 
cluding 59 burglaries, 21 breaking, entering and larceny, 45 grand larcenies, 
3 causing death by automobile, 1 manslaughter and 1 murder. A large 
majority of these crimes were solved. 


During February and March of this year Parking Meters were in- 
stalled in the business section of the city. They have aided considerably 
in the enforcement of our Parking Ordinance, and I feel that after the 
City parking lot is put in operation our parking problems will be lessened. 


In closing I wish to thank you and the other members of the Council 
for the aid and assistance rendered to this department during the year.

Ladies and Gentlemen: 


The year 1947 was not a spectacular one in the annals of the Plainfield 
Public Library. Since improvement and expansion of Library service 
require funds which were not available in 1947, the Library’s services 
to the public during the year remained much the same as they were in 1946. 

In its request to the City for its 1947 appropriation, the Library, in an 
effort to economize, asked for no more in the non-salary part of its 
budget than had been spent during the previous year. But prices rose 
far beyond what had been anticipated, with the result that the Library 
in terms of buying power actually had less for operation and maintenance 
than was available in 1946. In order to meet the deficit, the Library ad- 
ministration, rather than reduce the amount of money allotted for books 
and other reading materials, decided to eliminate from the budget some 
necessary repairs which had been planned. Consequently, the thousands of 
people who used the Library during the year, unless they noticed the 
increased dilapidation of the Library’s physical plant, were not aware of 
the shortage. 


USE OF THE LIBRARY 


During the year, 158,988 books were borrowed from the library for 
home use, an average of more than 44 volumes during every hour that 
the Library was open. This figure tells only part of the story of the 
use that was made of the Library. As in 1946, it was apparent that an 
increasing number of people were using the Library’s reading rooms for 
research and study, and it was unfortunate that there was no means 
available for measuring this type of Library activity. When funds become 
available, automatic counters should be installed at both entrances of the 
Library to keep an accurate record of attendance. 

An analysis of trends in the interests of the reading public, as reflected 
in the requests for books and in reference questions which were asked at 
the Library, shows that the greater part of the demand for books and 
information on public affairs came from organized study groups — high 
school and college students, club women, and members of adult discussion 
groups. In this category the subjects most called for were the United 
Nations, the European Recovery Program, the partition of Palestine, the 
political situation in India, and the Taft-Hartley Act. There were also 
many requests for material dealing with juvenile delinquency and racial 
prejudice. 

The individual reader, however, seemed less interested in public affairs 
than in his own personal problems, many of which could be traced to 
soaring cost of living. There was heavy demand for books on all varieties 
of repair work — carpentry, painting, plumbing, wiring, heating, automobile 
and radio repairs, and interior decoration. Many people who were planning 
new homes came to the Library to study plans of small houses. Parents 
made extensive use of books on child health and child psychology. As 
during the previous year, college catalogs and books and pamphlets on 
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careers and vocations were in great demand by high school students. The 
multifarious interests of Plainfield’s hundreds of collectors were reflected 
in the continued popularity of books on glassware, hallmarks, pottery-marks, 
antiques of all kinds, postage stamps, coins and firearms. 

One of the most valuable assets of the library is its extensive 
collection of scientific and technical magazines, many of which cannot be 
found in any other library in this area outside of New York City. They 
have been accumulated over a period of many years, and some of them 
date back to the early part of the nineteenth century. During 1947, librarians 
and research workers from industrial plants in the Plainfield area made 
frequent use of these files to learn the results of earlier research on 
technical problems which their firms were trying to solve. They stated 
that having material available locally was a distinct advantage to them 
Since they were often called upon to product the information sought by 
their research departments within twenty-four hours. 


WORK WITH CHILDREN AND SCHOOLS 


More new books were purchased for the Children’s Room during 1947 
than had been acquired during the previous year, and many worn-out 
standard books were replaced with new copies. As a result, the total of 
books borrowed from the room during the year showed an increase of 
more than 6 percent over 1946. 47 story hours were held during the year 
with a total attendance of 1,097. The majority of these programs were 
conducted by Mrs. Harmon. Martin of the Junior League of the Plainfields, 
whose story-telling talents are well-known among children in this area. 
On other occasions, the record-player, which was generously donated to 
the Library by the Junior League, was used to present recordings of stories 
and music for children. 

The Library continued its practice of holding an orientation course for 
freshman English classes of Plainfield High School in order to teach them 
how to use the Library and how to locate. the books and study materials 
which they needed. A total of 429 high school students attended these 
classes during 1947. 

The five branch libraries, despite the fact that each was open only 
one afternoon a week, lent 24,644 books to the children and adults in 
the neighborhoods in which they were located. During Book Week alone, 
more than 50 classes from the elementary schools visited the branches. 


MEETINGS AND EXHIBITS 


Seven major exhibits were held in the Art Gallery during 1947. Of 
these, five were sponsored by the Plainfield Art Association and one each 
by the Plainfield Camera Club and the Guild of New Jersey Craftsmen. 

175 meetings were held in the Library’s meeting rooms during the year. 
Among the organizations which held their regular meetings in the Library 
were the Plainfield Hearing Society, the League of Women Voters, the 
Alliance Francaise, the Plainfield Chess Club, and the American Cancer 
Society. 


STAFF 


Although some advance was made in staff salaries during the year, 
it was not commensurate with the increase in cost of living. The salary 
increases recommended by the Library Board were scaled down by the 
governing body of the city, with the result that the salary scale of the 
Plainfield Public Library, particularly on the professional level, still lags 
behind the salary scales of other comparable libraries in the State and also 
behind the salaries paid by Plainfield Board of Education for teaching 
positions which require similar educational qualifications. 

Since the nationwide shortage of trained librarians will probably con- 
tinue for a number of years, and since the Plainfield Public Library has to 
compete with other libraries in obtaining trained personnel, it is extremely 
important for the future well-being of the Library that the salaries be 
brought up to a level at least equal to those offered by libraries in cities 
of equal size. 
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ADMINISTRATION 


Despite the shortage of funds there were some minor improvements 
during the year in the services and facilities of the Library. 3,382 books 
were purchased during the year, as against 2,612 in 1946. The Library 
improved its local history resources by extending its file of microfilm 
copies of the Plainfield Courier-News back to 1892. The purchase of three 
filing cabinets made possible the transfer of the pamphlet collection from 
the second floor to the main reading room, where it was much more ac- 
cessible to the public. Among the steps taken to facilitate the use of the 
Library by the public were the installation of guide signs and shelf labels 
in the book stacks and the publication of a leaflet designed to introduce the 
new borrower to the Library’s resources and to aid him in finding the 
books which he wanted. : 

Considerable time and thought was given during the year to planning 
for the future expansion of the Library. The most ungent need at the 
present time is for more space to house the book collection. The present 
physical plant consists of two connected buildings, one erected in 1885 
and the other in 1912. Additions were built in 1899 and 1931, but for several 
years the space has been inadequate for the Library’s needs. The book col- 
lection has long since outgrown the space available to shelve it. The effi- 
cient book capacity of the present buildings is about 70,000 volumes, while 
the Library’s collection now numbers more than 93,000 volumes and is grow- 
ing every day. As a result, the shelves are so overcrowded that it is very 
difficult for the staff to keep the collection in order. 

The ideal solution for this problem would be to replace the original 
building at the corner of Park Avenue and Kighth Street with a. new build- 
ing, larger and better adapted to modern library needs. However, since 
the present is not a favorable time to undertake major construction projects, 
a wiser and more economical solution for the immediate future would be 
to undertake alterations which would improve communications in the pre- 
sent buildings and thus make possible the utilization of basement rooms 
which are now too inaccessible from the service desk to be used for shelving 
books. Installation of a service elevator and remodelling of parts of the 
basement would provide enough shelf space to relieve the present over- 
crowded conditions and provide for five to ten years’ future growth. 

Because it was felt that such alterations should not be -undertaken 
haphazardly, but should be planned with long-range future needs in. mind, 
a fund was included in the 1948 budget request for securing the advicé of 
an expert in library architecture. Unfortunately, when the budget request 
was reduced by the governing body of the City, this item had to be deleted 
Despite this set-back, it is urgent that the alteration project be -earried 
out within the next two years. Otherwise the Library will be forced -to 
dispose of some vital parts of its collection. " 

The people of Plainfield have in their Library a collection of books 
and research materials which is unusually rich and extensive for a city of 
this size. Through the use of public funds and generous private donations, 
the collection has been built up slowly and painstakingly over a period 
of 65 years, and since it contains many scarce items, its value increases 
with each succeeding year. It would seem poor economy to hamper the 
development and usefulness of this collection by ‘failing to provide ade- 
quate space for its housing and orderly arrangement. 


ACKNOWLEDGEMENTS 


In presenting this report, I wish to express my sincere appreciation 
of the support and cooperation of the members of the Board of Directors 
and the Library Staff. Thanks are also due-to the Plainfield Courier-News 
for the generous amount of space allotted to news of the activities of the 
Library during 1947.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE CITY ENGINEER 
Department of Public Works — 
December 31, 1947

Gentlemen: 


I submit herewith my Annual Report for the year ending December 
8 saad Oe 


Engineering 


Department engineers rendered considerable service to the general 
publie by assisting them in planning numerous projects; to other depart- 
ments of the City such as the mainteance of Tax Maps; sale of City-owned 
property by the drawing of seventy-eight (78) property descriptions; and 
to private contractors in the interest of City property owners. Much work 
was done in the interest of off-street parking, sanitary sewer research and 
on Local and General improvements. 


The following improvements were undertaken and completed during 
the year. 


Local Improvement Ordinance No. 332, Improvement of Atlantic and 
Pacific Streets at a total cost of $1,999.49. This work was done by the 
Street and Sewer Department. 


Local Improvement Ordinance No. 333, Sanitary Sewer in Rushmore 
Avenue, south of West Third Street, at a total contract cost of $7,310.96. 


Local Improvement Ordinance No. 334, Improvement of Maplewood 
Terrace and Lakeview Terrace, at a total contract cost of $13,839.58. 


Local Improvement Ordinance No. 335, Sanitary Sewer in private lands 
and in Terrill Road. This work is not yet completed. 


Local Improvement Ordinance No. 336. Improvement of North Front 
Street (now Bradford Street), at a total contract cost of $6,038.39. 


Under the provisions of General Improvement Ordinance No. 1047, 
Federal Emergency Housing Project, 1,400 sq. yds. of modified macadam 
pavement and 15,600 sq. ft. of concrete sidewalk was placed, also 5,650 
sq. ft. of concrete sidewalk was placed on the State Emergency Housing 
Project under provisions of General Improvement Ordinance No. 1048. 


General Improvement Ordinance No. 1053 provided for resurfacing 
a portion of West Fourth Street. The work was done by contract at a 
total cost of $7,401.90 of which amount, $5,000.00 was contributed by the 
State Highway Department. 


Remington Avenue was improved by grading the full width of the 
street and paving the roadway thereof with 6” thick bituminous macadam 
pavement. This work was done by the owners of abutting lands by 
private contract, and under the supervision and inspection of this Depart- 
ment. 


Approximately 125,000 sq. yds. of macadam pavement was surface 
treated; 50 miles of sanitary sewers cleaned; 6 miles of storm sewers 
and 2250 storm sewer inlets cleaned. 


The Department provided labor, equipment and supervision for main- 
taining roadway shoulders; grass cutting between curbs and sidewalk in 
front of vacant lots and vacant lots owned by the City; snow and ice 
removal; delivery of coal to and removal of ashes from public buildings; 
maintenance of street name signs; garage service to several Departments; 
the City Dump; the City-wide “Clean-up” during the early spring, sweeping 
streets; cleaning gutters. 

During the year two changes were made in the operation of the De- 
partment. The Police Department discontinued the use of the garage at the 
City Yard for the service of Police Equipment and also took over the 
maintenance of traffic signs and streetmarkings. 
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The increased activity of the Building Division is indicated by the 
following table.

HOSE . 


We have in service, 11,550 feet of 2% inch hose which is in good and fair 
to poor condition. All of this hose withstood a test of 250 lbs. during the 
1947 test. 1,000 feet of which was purchased during 1947. 700 feet dis- 
earded during 1947. 


HYDRANTS 


There is a total of 578 hydrants within the City Limits and 4 just 
over the City Line which makes a grand total of 582 hydrants. 11 of these 
hydrants were new installations during 1947. 


FIRE ALARM TELEGRAPH SYSTEM 


The system is of the Gamewell Type with 106 fire alarm boxes, 18 of 
which are private. During 1947 there were three (3) new Fire Boxes 
installed at new locations. Also during 1947 two (2) of the old style boxes 
were replaced. There is approximately 56% miles of over-head wires. A 
15 inch gong is located in each of the outside Fire Stations, an 18 inch 
gong with three 10 inch tappers and one 6 inch tapper at Fire Headquarters, 
one 12 inch gong at Police Headquarters. One 10 circuit automatic repeater, 
one 12 circuit switchboard with instruments mounted on it for testing and 
recharging of batteries, one house circuit and one local battery circuit at 
headquarters, and 6 outside circuits are in use. Four alarm registers with 
paper take-up reels are installed in the various fire stations. There are four 
60 inch battery racks with 1943 cells for operating the Alarm System and 
one 12 circuit protector board, two Sterling 5 horsepower electric sirens 
— 1 at Fire Headquarters and 1 at Randolph Road Pumping Station — with 
synchronized remote control switch. There are 8 rectifiers. Installed at 
Fire Headquarters is a telephone switchboard with four trunk lines and 
11 extensions. Three of the extensions are direct lines — one to No. 3 
Fire House, one to No. 4 Fire House and one to Police Headquarters. 
During 1947 preliminary work was done on repairs necessary to the Fire 
and Police Underground alarms system located in East 4th Street between 
Cleveland and Park Avenues. 
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POLICE ALARM SYSTEM 


The system is of the Gamewell Type with ten Standard Police Boxes 
with recall lights and horns, one of which is private and nine of which are 
located on pedestals. There is about 2 miles of overhead wires and about 
3%, miles of underground cable which is used jointly with the Fire Alarm 
Telegraph System. The folowing Gamewell equipment is installed at 
Fire Headquarters: one (1) 60 inch battery rack with 60 two-volt cells 
and two (2) rectifiers. The following equipment is installed at Police 
Headquarters: a switchboard with a time clock stamp, a four-circuit punch- 
ing machine and a telephone for making calls to police boxes. 


TRAFFIC SIGNAL SYSTEM 


There are traffic lights at eighteen (18) intersections; also one (1) 
all red traffic signal and bell located at the corner of Central Avenue 
and West Fourth Street which light is manually operated from Fire De- 
partment Headquarters. During the year 1947 work was completed on the 
installation of new traffic lights at East Second Street and uo 
Avenue and Plainfield Avenue and Front Street. 


1948 RECOMMENDATIONS 


I recommend the purchase of 1,000 feet of 2% inch hose. 


I recommend the purchase and installation of three (3) new fire 
boxes and I also recommend the purchase of two (2) new type fire boxes 
to replace two (2) old type boxes. 


I recommend that (10) men be added to the Fire Fighting force (4 
officers and 6 privates) in order to bring the personnel of this department 
to its minimum requirements. 


I recommend the purchase of a 85 ft. aerial Truck to replace the 1922 
American LaFrance — 75 ft. aerial Truck which is in poor condition. 


I wish to express thanks and appreciation of the cooperation received 
from the Mayor, Common Council, Fire Committee, various Department 
Heads of the City, members of this department, the press of the City of 
Plainfield, and the Utility Companies namely: Public Service Electric & 
Gas Company, New Jersey Bell Telephone Company and Plainfield Union 
Water Company and their employees.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE WELFARE DEPARTMENT 


December 31, 1947 


To the Honorable Mayor 
and Common Council 
of the City of Plainfield, N. J. 


Gentlemen: 


The Welfare Department now combined with the Overseer of the Poor, 
one of the oldest departments in Plainfield, is glad to submit its report. 
It operates under state regulation with a Local Assistance Board of five 
members, the chairman being a member of the Common Council. Members 
of the Board were: Attilio A. Broccoletti, Mrs. Donald C. Luce, Joseph F. 
McCarron, Rev. Paul G. Dennis and Walter C. Clark. 


The policy of the Welfare Department is to give aid to all people 
who are in need. No person goes away from the department without re- 
ceiving aid of some sort, even though it may only be counseling service. 


Help is given to people in direct relief with food, rent, clothing, hos- 
pitalization, or visiting nurse. Through the year 1947 a monthly average 
of 58 cases which included 160 persons received help of this sort which 
totaled to $39,096.47. At the end of 1946 there were 42 cases with 107 
persons and a total sum of $26,458.47 spent for that year. 


In addition to direct relief contacts, the department helps in domestic 
relations, non-support problems, and complaints from unwed mothers. The 
policy of this department is to adjust these cases, if possible, without. 
recourse to court action. Eighty-three domestic relaitons cases were han- 
dled in 1947 — 43 of which were carried over from 1946 with 40 new cases 
in 1947. Of these 83 cases, 44 were handled through court order and 39 
were settled by agreement. Twenty-four cases were closed during the 
course of the year. Therefore, fifty-nine cases are being carried over into 
1948. The department collected $17,047.41 for dependents in the year 1947 
and paid this money to whom it was designated by the court or by personal 
agreement. Had these monies not been collected and subsequently dis- 
persed, the recipients would have been forced to apply for assistance from 
the department which would have cost the City the equivalent, if not more, 
than $17,047.41. 


Another type of aid is referral to another agency, which is better — 
qualified to handle the special problem of the particular client. The person 
is aided in making a contact with the other agency and in utilizing to 
the fullest his resources in solving his problem. There were 2,689 cases 
of this type handled by the department in 1947. 


Since help is given to everyone in need, out-of-state and out-of-munici- 
pality residents receive direct relief. For 1947, there were four 6ut-of- 
municipality cases which totaled $479.87, which money was reimbursed 
to the City. Nine out-of-state residents received aid in the amount of 
$2,471.69 of which the State of New Jersey refunds 80% to the City. 


The department also handles Red Cross contacts (1141), Selective Ser- 
vice contacts (33), and Army Allotment cases (94). 


Out-of-town inquiries are investigated by the department staff for out- 
of-town agencies. Of this type, the department handled 2,229 cases in 1947.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE RECREATION COMMISSION 


To the Honorable, 


the Mayor and Common Council 
of the City of Plainfield, New Jersey: 


Gentlemen: 


The Recreation Commission submits herewith the twenty-fifth annual 
report of activities conducted during the year ending December 31, 1947. 


New activities were added in 1947 in line with the long range plan, 
and attendance increased twenty per cent over the previous year. 


This was an outstanding year in the history of the Recreation Com- 
mission. During the year the city initiated acquisition of the Rushmore 
Avenue tract of six and one-half acres to be improved for use as a play- 
field. Floodlights for evening activities, additional bleachers, and a building 
to be converted into a field house were purchased for Seidler Field. This 
field, acquired in 1938, is now approaching planned development for full 
service to the community. In addition to continued use as a playground and 
playfield, the night and Sunday activities, from which substantial revenue 
is now derived, will make it possible to pay the cost of installed and 
future planned improvements. 


In June Mr. D’Agostino resigned as vice president of the Commission 
to become a member of the Common Council. The Commission takes this 
opportunity to express its recognition of the substantial contribution of Mr. 
D’Agostino while a member of the Commission to the development of 
sound recreation in Plainfield. Mr. Evan R. Spalt was appointed to fill 
Mr. D’Agostino’s unexpired term. 


Early in spring citizens in the vicinity of Lincoln School petitioned 
the Commission to open a playground for the summer months at that school. 
The Commission included this playground in the program. Attendance over 
the summer was 7,380. 


The Kiwanis Club donated $200.00 for the purpose of opening Plain- 
field High School pool on a part-time basis during July and August. The 
pool was attended by 3,699 children during its eighteen sessions. 


The Elks Club No. 885 again sponsored a junior baseball league with 
equipment, sweaters, and caps for individuals in the league. The winners 
were treated to a trip to Yankee Stadium. 


Plainfield Injury Fund completed its first year of operations and proved 
that the function of assisting injured athletes was a wise course of action 
taken by the Recreation Commission when it initiated this benefit. A total 
of fourteen cases were reviewed by the committee and $217.61 was paid in 
benefits for the year 1947. 


SPRING AND SUMMER PLAYGROUNDS 


Five after-school playgrounds were open for the month of May and half 
of June on a part-time basis. On June twelfth the playgrounds were open 
for full-time operations. Prior to the opening of these playgrounds, a play- 
ground institute was held for all workers to acquaint them with the duties 
and knowledge of what was expected from them as supervisors. This insti- 
tute was well worth while from an administrative standpoint in providing 
better leadership on our playfields and playgrounds. The 1947 staff did 
an excellent job. The playgrounds were open for a total of 1,474 sessions, 
with an attendance of 98,445. 


COMMUNITY CENTERS 


Through the cooperation of the Board of Education, Emerson, Washing- 
ton and Jefferson Schools operated as Community Centers from October 
through April. The program includes manual training, dramatics, art, 
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handcraft, cooking classes, athletics and games for children of school age. 
In addition to the above, Maxson, Hubbard, and Plainfield High School 
gyms were used as athletic centers for our basketball program. The Com- 
munity Centers were open for 174 sessions with an attendence of 18,970. 


OTHER ACTIVITIES 


Square Dances at Jefferson School on Wednesday evenings had a 
total of 2,708 attendance for thirty-two sessions. 


Jefferson Youth Center operated on Fridays for thirty sessions, reach- 
ing an attendance of 3,713 for the year. This center offers early evening 
social activities for the lower teen agers. 


Hallowe’en again was celebrated with the indoor pogram at four schools 
with satisfactory results. Children participating numbered 1,229. 


Forty-two organizations made use of our picnic kits, 4,671 people par- 
ticipating. 


A marble tournament was held in the city for boys with 350 contest- 
ants. 


Five free concerts were given by-the Local Musicians Union at various 
places in the city, attended by 8,825 persons. 


Weather permitting, five areas were blocked off for coasting. 


In addition to the foregoing activities, the Recreation Commission gave 
its full support to the successful revival of the Fourth of July celebration 
and Veterans Welcome Home. 


The total attendanc of all activities was 275,326, an increase of twenty 
per cent over 1946 attendance of 229,512. 


The Recreation Commission wishes to extend its thanks to all City 
departments, private agencies, Courier News, and Board of Education for 
their cooperation throughout the year. . 


The Commission desires to make special note of the unstinted effort 
of the Superintendent, Mr. Roy O. Schlenter, in making 1947 a successful 
year. Mr. Schlenter was ably assisted by Mr. Ray Tice. A change in staff 
personnel was effected in November when Miss Petronella Tacionis be- 
came Director of Women’s and Girls’ Activities.

1947 ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SHADE TREE COMMISSION 


To the Honorable, 
the Mayor and Common Council, 
City of Plainfield, New Jersey 


The Shade Tree Commission submits herewith its report of activities 
for the year 1947. 


The Commission has made distinct progress during the year 1947 
in catching up with the work that was left undone during the war years 
because of lack of labor. It is readily understood that the Commission. must 
limit itself in the work done from year to year to the funds provided. Concen- 
tration of effort during the past year has been toward the removal of dead 
trees. Not only are we removing trees that have died during the war years, 
but there is a constant increase of dying and dead elms infected with the 
Dutch Elm Disease. These infected trees have forced the Commission to 
devote an exorbitant amount of its available labor to tree removals. 


An average of five men were employed during 1947. 180 dead trees 
were removed, 80% of which were elms averaging 30 inches in diameter. 
Practically all of the trees which were dead prior to 1947 have now been 
removed but a large number have since been infected, have died and are 
now awaiting removal. The prompt removal of diseased and dead elms, 
together with a spraying program for protection against defoliating in- 
sects and some control from the elm bark beetle are the only practical 
means for diminishing the spread of the Dutch Elm Disease at the present 
time. 


Requests for the removal of low-growing limbs and complaints about 
them are increasing annually.. It appears to the Commission that this 
should be the second important phase of our work. During 1947, 1,200 
trees received attention in this respect and the work will continue. Spray- 
ing of street elms during 1947, using a DDT formula, indicated excellent 
control with easier application and less drip and stain. Other work per- 
formed by the Commission during the year 1947 is as follows: Trimming, 
windstorm clearance, work on veterans’ housing grounds and trees, repairs 
to sidewalks raised by tree roots, participation in cleaning up week, snow 
removal work, disposing of stumps and brush, and maintenance of tools 
and equipment. 


The Commission regrets exceedingly that it has not been able to 
give prompt attention to the large number of requests for various tree 
services. It is hoped that the Commission will be able to return to a 
more normal program in the near future.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


August 6, 1948 


To the Honorable, the Mayor and Common Council 
of the City of Plainfield, New Jersey 


Gentlemen: 
Herewith is submitted a brief report of the Plainfield Public Schools. 


During the period covered by this report, 4,305 pupils were enrolled 
in the elementary schools and 1,724 in the high school. The instructional 
staff consisted of 253 teachers exclusive of principals and supervisors. 


This year much interest centered arount the Centennial Celebration 
marking the opening of the first free public school in Plainfield, which 
was also one of the first free public schools in the State. Among other 
things, this anniversary brought to the attention of the citizens of this 
community that Plainfield was one of the pioneers in the introduction and 
development of free education for the benefit of all regardless of race, color 
or creed. 


Since the opening of the first school in a cabinet maker’s shop one 
hundred years ago, the efficiency of the Plainfield Public Schools has 
steadily increased until today they are considered among the best in the 
State. 


It is of utmost importance to the welfare of the youth of this com- . 
munity and to the best interests of the City of Plainfield that high standards 
of education be maintained. To do this necessitates the expenditure of 
large sums of money but experience proves that the dividends paid fully 
justifies the expense. 


Local communities, however, should be relieved of some of the costs 
of education, and it is becoming evident each year that the State must 
assume more responsibility. Under a new law, Plainfield will receive an 
additional $80,000 in State aid this year. This is a practical solution to 
lifting some of the burden from real estate. If the present efficiency of 
the school system of which Plainfield may well feel proud is to be main- 
tained, we must have an adequate system of financing. 


One of the chief problems now confronting Plainfield is the building 
of new schools. The Board of Education in asking that a sum of $900,000 
be provided for the first step in the building program has shown wisdom 
and good judgment as have the Mayor and Council in appropriating the 
funds for this purpose. 


I would like to take this opportunity to express my sincere appreciation 
to the Mayor and Common Council for the interest shown in the recently 
completed evaluation of the Plainfield Schools and especially the section 
dealing with the Building Program. Such cooperation will go a long way 
in helping to maintain the efficiency of the schools and providing the 
youth of the city with an adequate educational program.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PARENT-CHILD ASSISTANCE 
COMMITTEE FOR THE YEAR 1947 


To the Mayor, Members of the Common Council, 
City of Plainfield, New Jersey 


Honorable Sirs: 


We are pleased to submit herewith the Annual Report of the Parent- 
Child Assistance Committee for the year 1947. 


THE COMMITTEE AND PERSONNEL 


During 1947 we functioned individually by Councilmanic Resolution 
which separated the Parent-Child Assistance Committee from the Recrea- 
tion Commission. The personnel of Parent-Child for the portion of the 
year 1947 that it operated remained constant. The members were: Homer 
W. Wieder, Chairman, Rev. A. Ross Brent, and Mrs. Laura S. Kinney. 
Associated with the committee were the following staff members: Mrs. 
Emma V. Hamm, Social Investigator, Harold Bruguiere, Investigator, and 
Mrs. Bridget F. Greenwood, Secretary. 

This year, more cases were referred to the Committee for consideration 
than during the previous three yars. A complete social investigation was 
made first by Mrs. Hamm, and after the interview with the Committee 
and counsel therefrom, Mr. Bruguiere made follow-up visits on any cases 
indicating that need. 


DUTIES OF SOCIAL INVESTIGATORS 


The regular duties and extra services rendered by Mrs. Hamm and 
Mr. Bruguiere have been varied and time-consuming. Mrs. Hamm, as 
Social Investigator, made a complete social investigation on each case 
-referred to the Committee including visits to the home, the school, clear- 
ance with other agencies, and collection of all available collateral material. 
This was compiled in case history form and made available to the Com- 
mittee members prior to the meeting with the families. She has done some 
follow-up work on special cases, attended clinics with cases, attended case 
committee meetings, conferences, and court hearings, and acted as liaison 
person between the Committee and the Community. Being the only full-time 
employee, she was in charge of the office, signed vouchers, and kept the 
payroll and other accounts for the Committee. Besides, Mrs. Hamm has 
been called upon to make one confidential investigation for Judge Clement. 
City Magistrate, and seven social investigations on Juvenile Court Com- 
plaints for Mr. Wieder as Referee. One parent was sent to us by another 
agency as she wished to make a juvenile court Complaint against her own 
child. The necessary forms were obtained for her and she was assisted in 
drawing up the complaint and having it notarized. There have been numer- 
ous persons sent to the office by other agencies. or city officials for confer- 
ence with the Social Investigator, resulting in their being interviewed and 
then advised to whom to go for help with their particular problems. There 
were requests for two families to be supervised by Mrs. Hamm, one coming 
form the City Magistrate and the other from Judge Sachar of the Juvenile 
& Domestic Relations Court. In connection with the Camp Program, Mrs. 
Hamm made the original contact with the camps and the request for 
applications. Six of the children attending camp were taken to the doctor 
for pre-camp physical examination, and four of them transported to camp. 
The students from Drew University who observed the work of the Com- 
‘mittee for field experience first met with Mrs. Hamm for orientation. 
These students totalled 21, in three different groups. There were two PTA 
meetings attended when the work of the Committee was explained. The 
Social Investigator was also the guest of the Pilot Club at a dinner meeting 
when there was a discussion of the eligibility of children for the Com- 
mittee’s Camp Program and how this was determined. One annual con- 
ference was attended as well as two seminars for parents, regular meetings 
of the Community Council, the Youth Welfare Council, and other miscel- 
laneous meetings. All of the requests from other agencies for case sum- 
maries were handled by Mrs. Hamm. 

The larger part of Mr. Bruguiere’s work consisted of supervisory 
visits to the home and children, but over and above the regular line of 
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investigation Mr. Bruguieer has often contacted the Organizations in the 
Community and was instrumental in obtaining four scholarships at the 
YMCA. He has discussed the need for more Cub Packs in the city with 
Scout officials, and has conferred with Mr. Siergej of the High School 
Placement Bureau about securing employment for some of the boys. He 
made 61 investigations for the Summer Camp Program. He has held 
conferences with the school nurse regarding health factors relative to 
some of the individuals appearing before the Committee, and has also 
conferred with the Attendance Supervisor and Principals of the various 
schools. Also, Mr. Bruguire has spoken to many of the high school boys 
known to the Committee, regarding the value of a high school education.

TYPICAL CASES 

Based on a statistical survey, the Committee has concluded that in 
the year 1947, the pre-delinquent in Plainfield was an American born boy, 
who could have been 10 or 15 years of age, not previously delinquent. He 
was in a special class at school, and was referred to the Committee by the 
police department for trespassing and stealing. He came from a home 
poor both in supervision and worldly goods, beset with domestic difficulties, 
where the mother was not at home during the day as she was working. 
The boy’s main problem, was poor school attendance. The Committee’s 
disposition, after interview and counsel, was to have its worker make 
supervisory visits to the home. 

We would like to present here two brief stories which indicate typical 
results of the Committee’s work. 

(1) Case No. 350 was a domestic situation. The man, 45 years of age, 
has been brought before the local court by his wife on a charge of assault 
and battery. As the result of this incident, the wife took three children 
and furniture, and left home. Apparently this was not an uncommon 
procedure as the husband drank to excess. Although they had been mar- 
ried over sixteen years, the affair which brought them to court was the 
basis of divorce proceedings brought by the outraged wife, and the man 
was served with the first papers. Meantime, the Committee interviewed 
the couple at great length, and invited their minister also to the con- 
ference. The husband agreed to be visited by a member of Alcoholics ° 
Anonymous, and the wife held up the divorce proceedings to see if her 
husband could prove his willingness to cooperate with the recommendations 
of the Committee. We are very happy to report that the couple became 
reconciled, established a new home for the children in another section 
of the city, and returned to the Parent-Child office to thank the Committee 
for their intervention and help. 

(2) Case No. 342 was that of a high school boy, intelligent and ahead 
of his class, but at the age where he was worrying his parents almost 
beyond endurance with his lack of study and ‘late hours. The parents 
more than once called upon the school for help in controlling the boy, and 
they were finally referred to the Committee, who interviewed the parents 
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and the boy and discussed thoroughly all angles of the situation. The Com- 
mittee tried to appeal to the youth’s sense of fair play toward his parents 
who are not young; and to the parents for a more understanding viewpoint 
toward a growing boy. Recent reports from the high school indicate a 
tremendous improvement in the boy’s attitude. This, plus the good reports 
from Mr. Bruguiere after his home visits, is an indication of what can be 
done through timely conference with all persons concerned, 

Some cases interviewed have not cooperated; but many others, hand- 
led by the Committee, are just as encouraging as the ones_ portrayed 
above, yet need constant follow-up and close Supervision to get them 
“over the hump.” 

The local Attendance Supervisor Kept an interesting record of the 
number of children appearing before the Committee, and we submit is as 
part of our 1947 report, although his figures include the school months 
only, and start from September 1946. His report discloses that of the 31 
children appearing before the Committee with their parents because of 
poor school attendance, only three still have attendance difficulties. The 
remainder still in school have presented no attendance difficulties thus 
far. Of the cases referred to Parent-Child for reasons other than poor 
school attendance, there have been 35 school-age children. Of these, four 
were retained in the same grade as of June 1947; 23 were promoted to an 
advanced class; 6 moved out of the city; and 2 left school, having reached 
the age of sixteen years. 


CO-OPERATION WITH JUVENILE COURT 


We might also mention here that in addition to the Parent-Child cases, 
Mr. Wieder as Referee of the Juvenile & Domestic Relations Court, heard 7 
complaints and sent the reports back to Judge Libby Sachar. These 
reports included a Social Investigation made by Mrs. Hamm, prior to 
the hearing. 


SUMMER CAMPS 


The Committee is proud of its Summer Camp Program for the year 
1947. The first organization to contribute to our local fund was the Plain- 
field Elks, whose donation financed all the paid attendance which the 
Committee provided for the season 1947. Many Scholarships were obtained, 
So that it was possible for a total of 35 children to attend various camps. 
Free scholarships were generously given by Bonnie Brae and Camp 
Endeavor. The Red Cross assisted in this undertaking by furnishing trans- 
portation through their Motor Corps; and the Committee is grateful to Dr. 
John K. Nevius Jr., for making the physical examinations. Late in the year, 
the Camp Fund received a substantial contribution from the Pilot Club; 
and by reason of a dog show held by the Plainfield Kennel Club and the 
cooperation of the Plainfield Kiwanis Club, the Committee will be in 
receipt of further funds so that the 1948 program should enable us to 
enlarge our Summer Camp Fund and Program. 


DREW UNIVERSITY 


The Committee has continued to receive inquiries from various com- 
munities and this year we were particularly interested to receive the re- 
cognition and commendation of the Sociological Department at Drew Uni- 
versity for employing a practical approach in dealing with pre-delinquent 
behavior problems. In connection with their course entitled ‘Criminal 
Behavior and its Treatment” they requested that their students be allowed 
to observe the work of the Committee by attending Committee meetings. 
Realizing the confidential nature of the Committee meetings, it was first 
felt that it would not be possible to allow students to attend; after further 
consideration, however, it was felt that since these were students being 
trained to do social work they should have some opportunities for field- 
work observation in order to complete their practical training. For this 
reason, permission was given for students to attend our meetings in 
limited numbers of one or two at each meeeting. The cases which met with 
Committee remained anonymous to the students. The University apprecia- 
ted the courtesy extended and hoped that when the course is given again 
next year, the same opportunity will be available. 
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MUNICIPAL YOUTH GUIDANCE COUNCIL 


In April 1947, the State Legislature passed Senate Bill No. 171 (Chapter 
179, Laws of 1947) which grants the Municipalities of the State permission 
to organize Municipal Youth Guidance Councils. Pursuant to said legis- 
lation, the Plainfield Common Council created a Municipal Youth Guidance 
Council composed of: Homer W. Wieder, Chairman, Rev. Joseph J. Dris- 
coll, Vice-Chairman, Howard H. Hush, Secretary, Aaron Allen, Walter M. 
Browne, Carlyle Crane, and Mrs. A. B. Del Bueno; who thereafter appointed 
an Adjustment Committee as follows: Homer W. Wieder, Chairman, Mrs. 
Laura S. Kinney, and Mr. John P. Romer. 

It is apparent that the legislation was adopted in a great measure by 
reason of belief of the State Legislature that the most efficient manner of 
handling pre-delinquent juvenile behavior problems is by handling them 
locally. 


CONCLUSION 


In surveying the year’s work, the Committee is not unmindful of the 
interest shown by many ‘public-spirited citizens; the splendid cooperation 
extended by the various agencies; and the helpful attitude displayed by 
the Mayor and the Common Council. 

Next year, the work performed by the Parent—Child Assistance Com- 
mittee will be taken care of by the Adjustment Committee of the Munici- 
pal Youth Guidance Council. In pursuance of their assigned task, the 
Committee shall go forward to the work of another year with steadfastness 
and courage, with the abiding conviction that the citizens in the City of 
Plainfield are in full accord with the policies and practices of this Commit- 
tee, and are satisfied that the accomplishments obtained are the results 
of the local treatment of pre-delinquent cases.
